13 — T h e 
A rm y T ransport Joseph V. Con­ 
nolly w as still burning fiercely 
today following the d ra m a tic re s ­ 
cue of 46 m en who w ere forced 
to abandon the ship when an en­ 
gine room fire swept out of con­ 
trol. 
The Connolly, which trans­ 
ported the first A m e r i c a n 
World War II dead from Euro­ 
pean battlefields to New York , 
w as loaded with 6.445 em pty 
m etal coffins, en route to Ant­ 
werp.
